"In the spring of 1917 the high

of Education for the privilege of a!- 
conference. This right of • a group! 
of- people to ifae heard through rep- 
resentatives of their own choosing 
is so generally acknowledged that 
the teachers were greatly disap- 
pointed when the board refused the 
hearing. After 
an inexplainable 


lapse of time, the board finally en- 
tered its decision upon their books 
stating that while it was wiHing to 
give a hearing to any individual 
teacher, it was 'not willing to give 
a hearing to representatives who 
might be chosen by the 
teachers. 


This fact can be verified by refer- 
ence to the records which are pre- 
sumably open to the "public. 


"Oh November 6, 1918, there ap- 


peared an article in the local papers 
stating that no Madison teachers 
were being lost through low sal- 
aries. This was a statement of the 
board.

School remained and those who left 
did so because of dissatisfaction 
with the salaries paid them. There 
are 85 new teachers in our schools 
today, a proportion greater than one 
out of every three teachers.
